It has been 
suggested that the 
library rooms could 
be connected 
xvith the C(unmercial 
club,

xvould be a hap| >y combination and 
one that w'onld 
insure 
a 
greater 
success 
than 
any 
other arrange­ 
ment. 
'f he current books read by many 
of our young folks to-day are tlie 
source of much moral 
enervation, 
bad 
taste and 
erroneous ideas of 
life. 
D o yon 
take the trouble to see 
wdiat your son and daughter read? 
With this centralization of books, 
a society of our best men and w'o- 
men could be organized who could, 
in a measure, 
intluence the young 
people in their choice of literature. 
H a v e a course of lectures at regu­ 
lar intervals and utilize the talent of 
the city. 
The D e mo c r a'f has now' opened 
up the discussion and trusts that all 
who have at heart the social reiine- 
ment and high morality of the city

other side of the Cottonois. 
Ji m was a cowboy of the Crescent out­ 
fi t and Goldy's pajia's ri gli t hand man, 
and though he was what J.ack Fordham 
sometimes called a “ sulky brute,” no 
better cowman ever coi led a rojx) or be­ 
strode a broncho. 
Ji m — tho name by 
whi ch hi s “ few and far between” letters 
came addressed U) the Oreana postoffice 
— was “ Charles Arthur Stakes,” but a 
cowboy must needs be rechri stened i nto 
his rough calli ng, and si nce Charley, a 
good name, and one well li ked among 
the boys, was ruled out of court by the 
fact that i t helongt'd to hi m of ri ght, he 
was called Ji m, and the name sui ted 
tho man, and the man answered to tho 
name and no one demurred thereat. 
Ji m and his horse Gi nger were worth 
more on tho “ round up" than any other 
two boys or three ponies on the Cottonoi s 
or the Bi jou, and Ji m knew i t as well as 
everybody else on tlio ri ver.

Gi nger was the ji ri de of Ji m's heart, 
the very apple of hi s eye.

brought froi u the wi ld Texas country 
where Ji m found hi m. W hat ho wouldn’t 
do at Ji m's command you m i ght bo cer­ 
tai n that no horse could do.

ward and crush hi s ri der; walk at a nod 
from Ji m i nto a sal(.*on and knowi ngly 
wi nk an eye at the miiii behind the bar, 
and as for cows— holdi ng, dri vi ng, haz­ 
i ng or cutti ng out— ho knew i t as well 
as hi s ri der, and a great dt^l better i f 
his ri der baji pened b) be a green hand.
